“AMERICA FOR AMERICANS”

“I have set theo on high above all the nations of
the earth.,"—Duet, xxviil.,

By the voice of magisterial au thority
this secular day has been hushed into
the sacred quiet of a national Sabbath.
From savannahs and prairies, from val-
leys and mountains, from the Atlautic
to the Pacific, more than fifty millions
of freemen have been invited to gather
arvound the alters of the God of .our
fathers, and poar forth the libation of
their gratitade to Him who is the gi
crof every good and perfect gift. I!
in all the past, nations have made pub-
lic recognition of the divinities which
have presided over their destiny, ac-
cording to their faith and practice, it
is but reasonable and highly appropri-
ate that we, asa Christian people, en-
lightened as no other people, favored
as no other nation, should once in
the twelve months consecrate a day to
the recognition of Him whose throne
is
the benefactor of the husbandman, the
genius of the artisan, the inspiration of
the mevchant, and from whom comes
all those personal, domestic, social, and
national benedictions which render us
a happy people and this day memorable
in the annals of time.

ing navies, but by a moral sense, a

Certainly the farmer stands nearest
God. Agricultire underlies all nation-
al wealth. The farmer ministers to
the wants of king and prince, of presi-
dentand Senator; the hrm:. must be
esteemed as the direct mediam of bless-
ing through whom God manifests his

*| goodness to thenation. We have been

accustomed to such phenomenal crops
that it almost goes without saying that
the past year bas been omenal in
its agricultural productions. Indeed
there has been a  wealth in the soil, a
wealth in the mines, & wealth in the
seag, which awakens astonishment and
admiration in the minds of these be-
yond the deep—forit 1s a statistical
fact that our agricultural products for

the year just closing is not lnlﬂml

three and a half lhmnd
dollars in : 0
appueciate -the fact! Om tl»und
seven hundred million bushels of corn,
valued at five hundred aad eighty mil-
lions of dollurs; four hundred and ffty
million bushels of wheat, valued at
three hundred and fifty-five millions of
dollars; six and a half million bales of
cotton, sstimated in valuation at two
hundred and fifty millions of dollars.
And including all the other sgricultur-
al products, the statistician of the Gov-
ernment estimates the value at three
and a half thousand millions of dollars.
And this is but a repetition of other
years: No! It exceeds other years
It is a great fact that ‘one and & half
millions of square miles of cultivated
land in this country now sulject to the
plow could feed a thousand millions of
persons, and then we could have five
thousand millions of bushels of grain’
for exportatiom.

In ten yemis, from 1870 to 1880, we
preduced over seven hundred mlllmu
of dollars of precious metals; and the
last year the valuation is estimated at
seventy-five millions in gold and silver;

have produced not less than five
sand miliions of dollars in valuation.

Then our national wealth 1s as phe-
nomeral as are the annual products of
soil, and mine, and skill, and commerce.
In 1880 our national weallh was esti-

not less than one hundred and seventy-
seven millions of people. This enor-
mous national wealth excedds the
wealth of Great Britain by two hun
and seventy-#ix . millioas of
England’s weaith is the growlh .
turies, while our wealth, at the most,
can be said to be the growlh of one
century. Nay, the fuct is that most
of ours hns been created in the last
twenty years. In 1860 our national
wealth was estimated at sixteen thou-
sand millions of dollars. But from
1860 to 1880 onr wealth increased
twenty-eight thousand millions of dol-
lars—-ten thousand millions more than
the entire wealth of the Empire of
Russia. From1870 to 1880, ten years,
the increase was twenty thousand mil-
lions. This is without a pmiallel
Surely thése great facts call upon the
President of the United States to con-
voke the freemen of this country
around their religious altars to offer
their gratitude and praise to Him from
whain cometh all these blessings; for in
His hand are the resources of national
wealth, With Him are the ministers
of good and the ministers of evil.
